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1793 NC-2. Basel State-1. Strawberry Leaf Variety. Well worn medium brown 
steel, nicely balanced and clean-surfaced, remarkably few defects considering 
the amount of circulation this obviously well-travelled cent endured. There are 
a number of minor nicks, digs and scratches consistent with the grade, but only 
two fairly serious rim dents, one each side of LIBERTY. The distinctive spray 
of strawberry leaves (or whatever!) is wholly visible, the head is boldly and 
completely outlined, and only the lower half of the date and some letters of the 
legend are worn away. The vine and bars edge is well preserved and deeply 
impressed. This extraordinary cent is unique, as rare as any coin can be, with 
a long and glorious pedigree. Ex Richard B. Winsor, recorded as his property in 
the 1860’s; Lot 823, Winsor sale (S.H. & H. Chapman), 12/17/95, for $21.00, 
purchased by Sylvester S. Crosby; sold by Crosby to Dr. Thomas Hall in April 
1896 for $42.50; to Virgil M. Brand when he bought the Dr. Hall Collection on 
9/7/09; from the Brand estate to Charles M. Williams, a Cincinnati insurance 
executive, in the mid-forties; Lot 6, Williams sale (A. Kosoffs No. 68), 11/14/ 
50, for $1,025.00 to Mr. Starr. Obverse and reverse plated in the Winsor sale; 
reverse plated in S.S. Crosby’s trail-blazing monograph (1897) on the cents and 
half cents of 1793; reverse also on Plate No. 1 of Dr. William H. Sheldon’s 
"Early American Cents” (1949) and "Penny Whimsy” (1958). The coin weighs 
200.68 grains. (COLOR PLATE) 


EXCESSIVELY RARE 1793 NC-3 STRAWBERRY LEAF 


7 1793 NC-3. AG-3. Strawberry Leaf Variety. Same obverse as the preceding lot. 

Dull grayish steel, almost black; heavily flaking and corroded obverse, a num¬ 
ber of thin horizontal striations crossing the face, neck and hair, suggesting a 
high wind blowing through Miss Liberty’s locks. Despite the rather battle- 
scarred appearance of the obverse, its detail is fairly distinct; the head and 
sprig of leaves fully outlined; the date prominent but invaded by corroded 
metal so that the left side of the 3 is closed making it look like an 8. The 
reverse, though porous and with a sizable rim dent over ST, is relatively clean 
and quite sharp except for faintness under the ribbon knot and at the fraction. 
This is a different reverse from the preceding NC-2, with ONE CENT higher in 
I /Yl the wreat ^ and more compact ribbon bow and ends. This example is one of only 
I I f [ three known of this famed rarity. The best of the three is the Parmelee-Staples 
coin, graded VG-7; the Crosby-Dr. Hall-Saltus piece, graded Very Fair-3, was 
bequeathed to the American Numismatic Society, New York, N.Y. in 1906. 
This specimen is therefore second finest known, one of just two of the variety 
in collectors’ hands. Unlike most of the Non-Collectibles originally listed by 
Dr. Sheldon, the two Strawberry Leaf varieties have stood the test of time. No 
new example of either has surfaced since William Rabin, an old-time Philadel¬ 
phia dealer, turned this one up in 1941; and it seems highly unlikely that more 
will be found in the foreseeable future. Rabin ran a full-page ad in THE NU¬ 
MISMATIST of September 1941, offering the cent at $2,500; apparently nobody 
beat his door down, for the cataloguer remembers Rabin showing it to him on a 
Saturday cent-hunting expedition to Philadelphia in the late forties. The coin 
was finally acquired by Mr. Starr as Lot 1044 in a James Kelly auction, 5/13/ 
49. It weighs 207.44 grains, almost exactly the prescribed legal weight of 208 
grains.

10 1793 S-7, the charismatic Crosby 8-F. VF-20. Lovely light brown steel; clean¬ 

surfaced, perfectly centered example of a renowned rarity, once the rarest col¬ 
lectible Wreath cent, mentioned by old-time collectors with more than a modi¬ 
cum of the religious veneration now accorded the Starred Reverse. Minimal 
small nicks and contact marks; thin planchet crack from L of LIBERTY to rim 
nQ behind hair. The characteristic die bulge at the date is in an early state, only 
slightly obscuring the bottom of numeral 3 and the beaded border below. Until 
the AU-50 Winsor-Dr. Hall piece was unleashed from the Brand hoard in 1951 
this VF-20 specimen was finest in collectors’ hands, excelled only by the VF-30 
coin in the George H. Clapp collection at the American Numismatic Society, 
New York, N.Y. It still ranks third finest known, well ahead of two Fine-15 
examples. Not a dazzling uncirculated gem, but to the variety collector one of 
the most significant cents in this sale.

From a later 
state of the obverse die, where the bulge at the date has developed into a die 
break through numerals 7 and 9. The variety has dropped to a low R-6 since 
\ 1948, but this loss in rarity has been more than offset by a tremendous in-

1793 S-7. Very Fair-3. Yet another of this really rare variety. Undoubtedly the 
first time three specimens of this famed rarity have been auctioned back to 
back - a rather impressive indication of the depth of the collection and the 
discriminating taste that formed it. Two-toned light and darkbrown, a very 
well-travelled old cent, the surfaces flaking away but worn smooth over the 
flaking. Aside from excessive wear wholly consistent with the grade the coin 
has few defects, so minor and evidently inflicted so early in the life of the coin 
that they are camouflaged by almost two centuries of wear and patination. On 
the positive side, all devices are distinct and visible to the naked eye; the 
outlines of the head and sprig of leaves are sharp and well defined. LIBERTY 
and the date, though somewhat fuzzy, are perceptible; and every bit of the 
reverse is clear and unblurred, the worn higher surfaces of the devices effec¬ 
tively silhouetted against the darker background of the field. Overall a totally 
satisfactory example of the grade, certainly of extreme desirability to unsuc¬ 
cessful bidders on the two preceding higher grade specimens.

Not a word need be added to this succinct, highly accurate description written 
seven decades ago, but it is fascinating to explore the reasoning behind it. May 
we take the time to do so? The obverse is a reflective and highly polished light 
olive steel, with some minor nicks and carbon spots. It lacks the "mouse” break 
atop the head and the virtually diagnostic, rather large circular spot in the left 
field at stars 4-5, caused by rust on the die. The reverse is a frosty light golden 
olive, non-reflective and with the usual mint bloom of pieces struck for circula¬ 
tion. Both obverse and reverse are slightly off center. Listed by Breen (in his 
magnificent magnum opus "Encyclopedia of United States and Colonial Proof 
Coins^ 1722-1977”) as "Obv. proof, rev. unc.”; in other words, a "one-sided 
proof.” Newcomb refers to these intriguing, so-called one-sided proofs on page 8 
of his famous book on the cents of 1816-1857; however, he specifically states 
such strikes are "occasionally found in the Twenties and Thirties” (as we will 
see when we come to Mr. Starr’s 1831 N-10 and 1835 N-13), making no men¬ 
tion of their occurrence in any prior year. Breen lists only one other one-sided 
proof (1827 N-2, "obv. proof, rev. unc.”) for the years 1817 through 1830. We^ 
prefer to think there were none in 1817, and that the obverse of this lovely 
cent is simply a particularly well-executed "First Strike,” having the effect of a 
proof surface. The most likely explanation is that the obverse was struck from 
a brand new die, with special care taken to polish both the die and the surfaces 
of the planchets that received the first impression. Henry Chapman’s descrip¬ 
tion "proof surface obverse” would therefore seem to be exactly correct in this 
instance, i.e., the first use of the obverse die, where any obverses produced 
would be "First Strikes” with prooflike surfaces. The beauty of this piece is 
such that it could well have been the first coined by the new die! Ex Henry C 
Hines via Dr. William H. Sheldon; Lot 335, Clarence S. Bement sale, 5/29/16- 
Lot 97 in a Henry Chapman sale, 12/20/16, purchased by the ubiquitous HCH 
for a robust $21.
